Review of Trade says: 
“ With tho 
chief money crops of the w est and 
south sinking in value it is not strange 
th a t purchases of m anufactured pro­ 
ducts are sm aller than was expected. 
W heat has touched the lowest }>o:nt 
ever know n for options and cotton 
the low est ever know n in any form 
w ith th e present classification, and the 
accum ulation of stocks in both pro­ 
ducts is discouraging to purchase fo r 
an advance. 
Producers are compelled 
to sell at prices below th e ordinary 
cost of raising crops and in some w est­ 
ern states there is also a lam entable 
failure of the corn crop. 
U nder the 
circum stances it would be very strange 
if the dem and for m anufactured pro­ 
ducts should be quite as large a s in 
other years. 
“ W heat suffers most from tin* ac­ 
cum ulation of stocks in sight, which 
are far beyond w hat is usually ex­ 
pected for the season, and the exports 
for Septem ber are unusually small. 
For the first week of October A tlantic 
exports were 1.097.372 bushels, against 
803,74ft last year, anti w estern receipts 
w ere 4,615.800bushels, against 0,180,080 
last year, and these figures give some 
encouragem ent, 
but have little in­ 
fluence in view of the unusual visible 
supply. 
The 
price 
for 
cash 
w heat is a sm all fraction higher for 
the week. 
Corn receipts at the west 
have been only a third as large as they 
were last year, w ith exports am ount­ 
ing to nothing, but th e price has not 
fu rth er declined after the heavy fall 
during the previous fortnight. 
Pork 
products are weak in tone, though only 
lard is quotably lower. 
Cotton is one- 
eighth low er, the case price being the 
lowest know n for forty-five years, and 
considering the difference in classifica­ 
tion it is perhaps lower than at any 
tim e in 1849. anti estim ates th a t the 
crop is more than 10.000,000 bales are 
more commonly credited now than 
estim ates of 8.500.000 were tw o m onths 
ago. 
W ith favorable w eather the yield 
seems likely to be the largest ever 
known. 
“ The condition of the industries is 
in some respects more satisfactory'. 
Evidently there is a larger dem and for 
iron products than there was a m onth 
ago. though th e increase in output has 
been som ewhat g reater than the in­ 
crease in the demand. 
The stru ctu ral 
m arket is fairly active in the west, 
w ithout change a t the east, and while 
th e coke output has become the heavi 
est ever know n, 149,775 tons for the 
week, the price is declining, and steps 
are being taken to lim it the supply. 
“ The boot and shoe trade continues 
to deliver more goods th an in any 
previous year, as it did in Septem ber, 
and most of th e w orks still have orders 
for one or tw o m onths ahead, although 
m ainly for low or medium-priced gitods. 
There is a little b etter dem and this 
week for graals of higher quality, how­ 
ever, and the dem and for leather is 
still reducing the reserve. 
“ The failures for tin* last week have 
been 219 in the United States, against 
320 last year. and th irty -nine in Cana­ 
da. against forty-five last year."
